“This is to be tho first large-sized community 
in America, we believe, to be completely planned 
before the first ground is turned.” 


These words were quoted in the August 23, 
1951, edition of the Bristol Daily Courier from Al­ 
fred S. Levitt, head of the design and production 
division of the construction firm of Levitt and Sons. 


Celebrate 10th Year 


“ My first impression was that I would never 
want to buy a home in Levittown. Then, one Sun­ 
day afternoon we took a ride and bought our home 
that day. I have never regretted it since.” 


These words were voiced by Edward Heister 
Jr., 58 Pumpkin Hill Road, Plumbridge, Levittown, 
who was celebrating with 28 other Pumpkin Hill 


homeowners their 10th year in the town that Lev­ 
itt built. 


To be sure, Levittown was the largest pre­ 
planned community in the United States since 
L’Enfant laid out Washington, D.C. But now, as the 
magnificent experiment approaches its 13th an­ 
niversary, what is in the future for the approximate­ 
ly 70,000 people who occupy its 17,311 homes? 


Other Large Increases 


The answer is in the words of those people 
themselves, the citizenry of what would be the 
ninth largest city in the state — if it were a city. 


To look forward, let’s look back. 


In the years 1950 to 1960, according to the Penn­ 
sylvania Statistical Abstract prepared by the state’s 
Department of Internal Affairs, the highest percen­ 
tage of population increase in Pennsylvania com­ 
munities of 10,000 or more was scored by Falls 
Township. It grew an incredible 721.5 per cent. 


However, a substantial part of this increase 
was the result of the development of Fairless Hills, 


which, like Levittown, was created to house work­ 
ers of the U.S. Steel plant and defense industries 
spawned by the Korean War. 


Levittown alone, though, was responsible for tile 
second 
and 
third 
largest 
increases: 
Middle­ 
town Township, with a jump of 439.3 per cent, and 
Bristol Township, which went up 386.7 per cent. 


Contiguous sections of these three townships 
and Tullytown Borough, which was too small to be 
included separately on the state figures, composed 
the 150 farm s totalling 5,500 acres on which Levit­ 
town was constructed. 


Inspired Cynics 


In contrast, Bristol Borough, which is not part 
of Levittown, dropped 2.7 per cent in the same de­ 
cade. Furthermore, the state lost an estimated 
453,145 people who migrated, while Bucks County 
gained some 118,390 migrating residents of which 
approximately one-half settled in Levittown. 


The very suddenness of Levittown inspired cyn-

per, television and radio adver­ 
tising. 
Pravda linked the introduc­ 
tion of Madison Avenue tech­ 
niques to the current campaign 
to give Russians more and bet­ 
ter consumer goods.

word in the Communist lexicon.
